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IMPORTANT TO ASSESSORS. 
Tt has for years been a standing grievance 
in the County of Hastings, as well as in 
other Counties in the Province, that the 
assessments made in the minor municipali- 
ties have boon very far from the proper 
yaluation of the property. So perceptible 
have been the violations of the law that the 
subject has attracted the attention of the 
County Council on various occasions, and 
it has been shown that the Township Coun- 
cils—ospecially thoso of the wealthier Townt 
ships—haye in a manner coerced their 
assossors into placing a ftetitiously low valu- 
ation on property, with the object of con- 
tributing a comparatively small sum towards 
the County rates. This dodge being easily 
seon by the smaller municipalities, they too 
have reduced their valuation, and the con- 
sequence is that the rates haye necessarily 
been raised to produce the required sum, 
and people cry out about high taxation. It 
is a very easy matter to lower the rates, by 
assessing fairly, and according to law, in- 
atead of setting the statute at defiance and 
belittling the importance of our country. 

These remarks are applicable not to our 
own County alono, but to every County in 
the Province, and the Judges are beginning 
to take cognizance of the fact. Judge 

Hughes, of Elgin, has issued a notice tothe

“THE BONUS BY-LAW. 


Having, in a previous article, given, 
almost without comment, a synopsis of the 
provisions of tho bonus By-law, we now come 
to consider the objections which haye been 
At the last meeting of the 


takon to it. 


| ,idored, some mombera expressed opposi- 
tion to the achome. The By-law was op- 
posed on the ground that tho bonus pro- 
posed is too large. This objection will, we 
trust, bo overcome, when we inform the 
Council that tho ultimatum of Messrs. 
Pardeo and Lloyd as to amounts are con- 
| tained in the By-law. Tho expenditure on 
an iron furnace of the capacity of 200 tons 
per weok, with tho necessary offices and 
promises, is estimated to amount to $250,- 
000. Tt may and probably will exceed that 
sum, but it cannot fall short of it. Tho 
taxation on this amount, at the rate of 15 
mills on the dollar (it is at present 18 mills 
or upwards), would give us an annual 
amount of $3,760 from this source. The 
interest on the amount of bonus ($62,000) 
at 6 per cont—at which rate it has agreed 
to be fixed, instead of 7 per cont as inad- 
vertently riamed in the By-law—would be 
$3,720 por annam, which it will thus be 
secon that the taxes would more than cover, 
oven calculated at the low rate of 14 cents 
on the dollar. This would leave thom 
nothing to provide for annually but tho 
$3,100 for sinking fund. Set against this 
the resultant benefit from the employment 
of at loast 100 workmen and employees, of 
whom not less than one-half would be 
householders, and contribute their share to 
our taxes, and it will be seen at once that 
our bonus would be returned, and with 
intorest, even supposing that no other 
manufacturers were induced to locate here, 
ing to the presence of the smelting works. 
As to the Railway, the annual interest 
on the bonus of $63,000 at 7 per cent would 
be $4,410. Now Messrs, Pardee and 
Lloyd would ship hence to Pennsylvania 
150,000 tons of ore, and would import ton 
for ton of coal, upon which the harbor 
dues are 10 cents per ton. Suppose, how- 
ever, tliese dues to be commuted at one- 
half the above rate, or 6 cents per ton, and 
we would haye an annual contribution to 
our harbor dues of $7,500, which sum 


would pay off both interest and sinking 
fund, leaving as a benefit for which nothing 
would be paid, the reduced rate of freight 
on cordwood, which would cheapen that 
article in our market, quicker communica- 
tion with and the consequent further 
development of trade with our northern 
townships, besides numerous incidental ad- 
vantages which a railway always confers. 

This, we think, fully answers these ob- 
jections. Stated in the briefest form, tho 
matter resolyes itself into this shape : The

No concession 
in prices will be made by the mills, 
At Lowell, Mass., notice of the intention 
to strike was given by the mule spinners only 
in the Massachusetts, Prescott and Lawrence 
Mills, while a demand for increased pay was 
made in all the other factories, The mule 
spinners’ union at first voted not to strike, but 
upon receipt of imperative orders from the 
National Association, served their hotice upon 
the mills mentioned. The agents have in- 
formally declared that the increase demanded 
ill not be paid, and the places of strikers 
will be filled.

But dena one 
in the matter of fuel that this scarcit 1s 
making itsclf most felt, but also i he 
price of lumber, timber, and material for 
fencing, there has been a great advance jn 
price, accompanied by a corresponding dif- 
ticulty in obtaining it so much go that to 
place first class buildings an fences upon a 
farm is almost as expensive an affair ast 
pay for the land sitself. In considerin 
this matter one is naturally led to make 
enquiry as to the causes that have led to_ 
this state of affairs. ‘The reasons that may 
be assigned are, the wanton destruction of 
our forests in the first place, the fires 
which now almost annually sweep with 
such violence through some parts of the 
stillremainlng woodland, and also to the 
ymmensce amount of material required by 
railways, not only in- their construction 
but as fuel, fencing timber, telegraph 
poles, and the thousand and one other 
uses to which it is applied, 

While this consumption goes on £0 rapid- 
ly no steps are taken to in any Way make 
reparation for the loss by planting other — 
trees in the place of those cut down, and if 
this state of things is allowed to continue, 
the result must necessarily soon become not 
avery pleasant one to contemplate. Not 
only is this matter important in a commer- 
cial point of view, but by the clearing of 
the forests to such an extent, there is aten- 
dency to produce long seasons of drought, 
while by giving a more uninterrupted sweep 
to the cold winds of winter, that season of 
the year is rendered much less bearable 
than it would otherwise be. Tn the coun- 
tries of the old world, more especially in 
France and Germany, the system of re- 
planting is» enforced and-enconraged by 
law. Our neighbors »s8 the line have 
also become alive to the importance of the 
subject, and have commenced planting very 
extensively on the prairies of the west, for 
the purpose not only of cub i,t * 


with wood and timber for future fge, but 
also to render the wititer climate’ fess se- 
vere, by growing thick belts of forest to 
break the destructive force of the fierce, 
freezing winds that prevail in those regions. 
The wisdom of this theory no one will gain- 
say, and the sooner the idea is caught up 
and acted upon by the people of Canada, 
the better will it be for ourselves and for 
future generations. — Guelph Mercury,

If he fails to find his pen when hé begins 
his discourse he seizes upon his scissors, or 
| those of his secretary, or he grasps a Rae 
or amendment, making it ina roll, which

| mences, He fairly pufls with heat, like a 
steam engine. His head forms a curious 
study. One fancies, in looking at it, to be 
able to follow the laborious working of his 
brain, Every nerveis inaction.

Liguip Giux.—Melt half a pound of 
the best Flanders glue in a pint of vinegar, 
andadd four ounces of brandy. 

Cieaninc. Borties.—Bottles can be 
readily cleaned by putting in them twenty- 
five or thirty small shot, and rinsing them 
afterwards with hot soap-suds. 

Inx Starys.—A solution of chloride of 
lime, intwater to which a little acetic acid 
has boen added, is among the many re- 
receipts ecommended to remove ink stains 
from linen.

The Committee met yesterday at ten o'clock

Witness was 
not aware that Mr, Radford had sent the letter 
to the Z'imes, but when Mr. Radford informed 
him either after the letter was sent or published 
that he had sent it, witness said ‘he had no ob- 
ection.” Mr, Radford told him that he felt 
sound to send it in contradiction to a statement 
which had appeared in another paper. He had 
no reason to believe tho letter to Mr. Stuart, was 
incorrect. He had had no examination made 
versonally since then, that, he had had no time 
¢ to the matter since then. Witness had 
given Radford no special instructions about bal 
ancing the books subsequent to the time the let- 
ter was written. He did not know who gave 
the information tothe Globe newspaper. It was 
not done by his instruction. He received a 
letter and telegram from Mr, Stuart which he 
sresumed had reference to the public accounts. 
Mr, Stuart visited Ottawa almost immediately 
afterwards and called at witness’ office, at which 
time the Wallace accounts were spoken about, 
Mr. Bowell—Is it customary. in your depart- 
ment to publish a statement of an employe's 
accounts without first haying asked him about 
any wrong which is supposed to exist ?

SECOND SESSION-THIRD PARLIAMENT.

Without so many thousand female voices 
joining in his chorus, most of the worship- 
pers having the music as well as the words 
before them, it is scarcely neceasary to say 
there was, produced .an_ exceedingly fine 
specimen of good congregational psalmody: 
A clergyman on the platform offered a brief 
prayer, ‘aftér which Mr. Moody stepped 
forward to read the lesson, the Slst Psalm, 
Till then there, had beon a good deal of 
half-suppressed coughing, as no doubt there 
Was in every part of the country visited by 
the east winds ;° and ‘before commencing, 
Mr» Moody, suggested that tho, ladies had 
better, in their own interest and that of 
the congregation generally, coyer their 
mouths with their handkerchiefs when’ they 
telt the infliction’ coming on.

HANGING FIRE. 


It will be soon by tho proceedings of tho 
Town Council, at its meoting held last 
evening, that the proposed By-law granting 
aid to the North Hastings Railway and to 
the Smelting Works, still hangs fire. For 
some cause not fully explained at the meet- 
ing last night, the By-law was; not pro- 
ceeded with. 

What is the cause? No ono will say but | 
that the scheme has beon sufficiently investi- 
gated, and that all the checks and guar- 
anteos that could be expected or desired on 
behalf of the Town have been given by its 
promoters, Every detail has been most 
carefully studied, and the wisest and. 
most prudent counsel has been given to 
the consideration of the measure. 

Thoro may be good reason why the By- 
law was not in readiness last evening. The | 
éxcuse given, we beliove, is that certain | 
figures in the hands of the Solicitor were not 
put in possession of the person entrusted 
with the introduction of the By-law, and | 
that in consequence of the Treasurer's | 
absence, certain other necessary figures 
could not be obtained, and that without 
those figures the By-law could not be gone 
on with. People are disposed to be chari- 
table in cases like this, but it appears 

extraordinary that these figures were not in 
readiness in time to have Mr. Simpson put 
them in the By-law. 

In justice to the promoters of this scheme 
—in justice to the large number of tax 
payers of Belleville who gave it thoir sanc- 
tion—in justice to the interests of the 
Town—in justice to thomselves, tho mem- 
bers of the Town Council should hold a 
mecting at once to haye this question dis- 
posed of. A large majority of the Council 
have approved of the measure, It is now 
due to the ratepayers of the Town to allow 
them an opportunity to pronounce upon 
the scheme, Let the Council call a meeting 
at once and submit the By-law to the peo- 
ple. Let the people give their verdict upon 
the scheme, and then there will be an end 
to it.

MARITIME PROVINOES, 


1] Maritime Provinces— that is, of Nova 
Scotia, Now Brunswick,and Prince Edward 
- | Tsland—is a matter which at the present 
timo is engaging a good deal of attention 
amongst those most ditectly interested. 
The question ia not a new one, the subject 
having been broached at so remote 4 dato 
i | as 1860, and again in 1873 but on neithor 
eas crown the offorts ofthe 
friends of the movement. Not, apparently, 
discouraged by past failures, Hon. Mr 
Willis, a momber of tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment in New Brunswick, bas brought 
| tho matter up once more by means of a 
resolution in the Logislative Assembly of 
that Province. It is, however, rather a 
peculiar feature of the caso, and one which 
| does not afford very good ground for hopes 
of success on the part of tho friends of the 
project, that, though Mr. Willis is a prom- 
inent membor of the Cabinet, he moyes his 
rosolutions on his own individual responsi- 
| bility, and without the sanction of his 


occasion did suce 


colleagues. 

Mr. Willis speaks very strongly in favor 
of his resolution, arguing plausibly that 
the carrying out of the proposal would do 
away with sectional feeling ; lessen greatly 
tho oxpenses of legislation, and have the 
effect of greatly enhancing the genoral 
prosperity, He showed that Confederation 
had largely increased tho trade of the Do- 
minion, and that though the expenditure 
had been large, our rato of taxation had 
been light. On the point of eeonomy,there 
would be a saving of $16,000 per annum 
on the salaries of the Liout.-Governors, 
two of whom would be dispensed with, and 
of $18,870 in executive management. In 
logislative oxpenses there would be a saving 
of $36,681, by dispensing with the three 
Assemblies, which comprise 109 members, 
and the three existing Legislative Councils, 
and substituting therefor one Honso of 
Assembly of 60 members, and one Legis- 
lative Council of 20 members. Further 
saving would be effected to the estimated 


| extent of $9,000 by the doing away with 


the necessity for more than one set of 
public buildings and Governor's residences. 
From other sources it is contemplated that 
a still further saving of $9,400—or about 
$100,000 in all—could be made: and if 
the Legislative Council were abolished, and 
the House of Assembly reduced to 50 
members, $15,000 less per annum would 
be expended. 

We in this part of the Dominion can see 
no objections to such a proposition, as it 
would, if carried into effect, tend to do 
away with that sectional feeling which it is 


| so desirable should be discouraged, causing 


as it docs a narrow view to be taken of 
many measures which, if considered from 


a broader stand-point would be carried into 


effet, greatly to the general good. Another 
very strong argument in favor of the acheme 
is that, whilst ridding the Provinces affect- 
ed of over-government, it would save tothe 
tax-payers a very considerable sum annual- 
ly, thus conducing to their prosperity. And 
it is certain that this would be to the ad- 
vantage of the country at large, as one limb 
of atreo is seldom irgorous without the 
other branchesare correspondingly affected. 


That these little Provinces must be ter- 
ribly over-governed is apparent from the 
fact that whilst in Ontario we haye one 
member in our Legislative Assembly for 
every 17,418 persons, and Quebec has (not 
including the Legislative Council) one for 
every 18,333, these other three Provinces 
have at present 109 members to 766,394 
population, or a member to every 7,031 
inhabitants, exclusive of their Legislative 
Councils. Under thé proposed union, they 
would have, if 60 members were chosen, 
one for every 12,775, and if 50 were pre- 
ferred, one for 15,327—a number much 
more in accordance with the proportion of 
representation in the larger Provinces. As 
in Ontario the evil effects of over-legislation 
have been felt, there can be no wonder if 
the prosperity of the Maritime Provinces 
is not 90 great as it should be, considering 
the dead-weight of representatives which 
the people have to carry. Perhaps the ab- 
surdity of the present basis of representa- 
tion in the three sea-coast Provinces cannot 
be illustrated in a manner more capable of 
comprehension by our people than by say- 
ing that on the same basis Hastings would 
be represented by six mombers.in the Leg- 
islative Assembly, and two in the Legisla- 
tive Council. We imagine that very few 
in this part of the country would care to be 
so very fully and expensively represented.

Tue PerstaN Fawtxe.—Some terrible 
figures are published by The Levant Her- 
ald, showing the extent of the ray of 
famine in Asia Minor. Taking forty-two 
villages in which the English Relief Com- 
mittee has been at work, as subjects of in- 
vestigation, the following statistics have 
been obtained ; The total of the popula- 
tion in 1873 was 16,900 ;it is now reduced 
to 9,261 ; 4,997 haye died, and 
described as “dispersed.” These poor 
people had, in 1873, 2,206« pair of 
they now have 427 ; they had, in 
81,240 sheep, but now possess only 
3,635 of the inhabitants of these yi 
haye been supplied with wheat by 
English Relief Committee. Another

trict containing 160 to 170 villages, in re- 
spect of which similar calculations have 
been made, seems to have suffered not less 


severely, Its population in 1878 was 52,- 
000 ; the approximate number of deaths is 
stated at 20,000, the number of population 


dispersed at 7,000, and there is now a re- 
mainder of 26,00. 

—The seal fishery has been very successful

from Bentoh, Montana Territory. The 
march from Dufferin to the Three Butes 
has already been many times published, 
and all’ T shall say of it is, that it was so 
well conductéd as’ it could’ be under the 
circumstance. Taking: into) consideration 
the country we had to pass through, bare 
of grass or wood for fuel, the miles of alkali 
desert we had to cross, thé'scarcity of w: 
ter, and the number of heavily loaded » 
ons we had. to Wraw, ‘and the little we 
knew ofthe country we were going through, 
the march was a success, and the only won- 
der is that we gdt through as far as we did. 
After the retirn* of Colonel Macleod from 
Benton, where he had contracted for sup- 
plies to be sent out to us for the winter, 
we proceeded on our march to Old Man's 
River, at the junction of which river with 
Belly, Fort Whoop-Up, or Hamilton, is 
situated. We made WhoopUp ina week, 
and some of ug proceeded to the Fort, 
which we were all anxious to see. We 
found that the fort, like all other forts on 
this river, was built of logs enclosed by a 
palisade, in length about a hundred and 
fifty feet, and the same in breadth ; the 
roof is composed of mud, which put on 
when wet forms a hard cake, and will last 
for years. The cracks in the logs are filled 
up in the same way,*and altogether the 
fort was very. comfortable; coal being used 
for fuel.. There is a fine vein of coal at 
Whoop-Up, where have since procured all 
winter's. supply. We proceeded up Old

Great credit is due also to Captain 

Johnson, our artillery officer, and the engi- 

neer of the work. Several expeditions had 

been made through the country during the 

progress of the work. All the forts had 

een Visited and searched, and’duty levied 

on their gooda, but our first sudden capture 

nad scared the whiskey traders, and no 
whiskey was traded for some time anywhere 
sero thecountry. Aman named Conrad 

one of the firm of Baker & Conrad, from 
Benton; from whom wé had purchased all 
our winter supplies, built # small fort near 
us and opened axtore from which the men 
supplied themselves with everything they 
necdod ; he has also an extensive trade with 
the Indians, and will clear a pretty round 
sum this winter, After We had been 
in our buildings a few days tho 
winter commenced in “earnest, and about 
Christmas we had some terribly cold weather, 
the thermometer going down to fifty below 
zero, and travelling was out of the question. 
Most of our horses had been sent down to 
Sun river, on the Missouri, to winter, s0 wo 
were in a poor fix for chasing whiskey trad- 
era, Christmas,passed very pleasantly, we 
having formed an officers’ mess, ind being 
very comfortable. The men also enjoying 
Christmas, getttngupraces, and ending with 
adance inthe evening. But NewYear'sdid 
not pass so pleasantly, as a gloom was cast 
over usall by the untimely death of two of 
eur men who were frozen while going down 
to a fort below us on the river, where wo 
had a detachment stationed. They wero 
overtaken by a snow, storm and lost their 
way, and were frozen to death. Poor fel- 
lows! so far from home, and after havin; 

gone through’ so much, to die in this wild 
land. We liftve Madé two very important 
captures lately. We had word that a large 
party were trading whiskoy on Bow river, 
and that the owner of one of the trading 
posts near us was implicated in the sale, 


An expedition was sent up to Bow river 
under Capt. Crozier, andthey were com- 
pletely successful, capturing the chief 
trader anda largenumber of robes. Near- 
ly 700 robes were seized at the fort, and 
the owner fined and incarcerated. Alto- 
gether it was a finishing stroke to the 
whiskey trade in this country, anda very 
profitable*haul for us: Altogether since 
we have been here we haye done wonders, 
stepped the whiskey trade effectually and 
built a‘fine fort, conciliated the Indians, 


Man's’ river, on which ‘river most of the 
trading posts of this country are situated. 
Looking for a good spot to build our head- 
quarters, we decided on a place about 
twenty-five miles of three other small trad- 
ing posts. There is good timber (mostly 
cottonwood), and plenty of it close to us, 
and we are within easy reach of all Forts 
on this, and Bow river to the north, and 
Belly river to the south. We had not been 
many days’ on the spot we had chosen 
when news cathe to us, through Indians, 
that « party of whiskey traders were 
making thew way along the foot of 
the monntains..down towards» Benton 
with two loads of robes, the proceeds 
of their whiskey trading. Oaptain Cro- 
zier, une! of our active. leaders, was de- 
spatched , in pursuit. Our horses at the 
time were in a fearfully poor condition,and 
the only chance of success lay in taking the 
party by surprise.” In this he succeeded, 
and brought in the whole party, after being 
ont two days and a night. By that cap- 
ture, we made a tidy, haul, for, besides 
several hundred robes, each man was fined 
heavily. The whiskey was thrown into 
the rivér, much 'to the disgust of the men 
and; Indians in general, for, in spite of 
being an anti-liquor corps, one does hato 
to see good whiskey spilled. Old | man's 
river is thé centre of the Blackfoot country, 
and eyer since our arrival, we have hadone 
“or more Indian camps near us. The Black- 
feet area fine race of Indians, and) seem 
yery peaceably inclined. They all seem 
glad.of our arrival and the stoppage of the 
whiskey trade. They were getting very 
poor, having few horses ‘and being badly 
clothed, as they Will’sell everything they 
have, even. their’ women, for the fiery 
beverage. The Blackfeet havo greatly im- 
proved since we have been here, as they 
are now all well clothed and are trading for 
plenty of ‘horses and food.” In another 
year, if we remain here, «they will be as 
well offas they were before whiskey came 
into the country, ‘The Blackfoot Nation is 
divided’ into three branches—the North 
Pegins, the South Pegans, and the Black- 
feet’ proper. © They consolidate — every 
spring, veer they follow the buffalo far out 
on the prairie.and go to war with other 
tribes, tho Sioux, principally, who aré their 

deadly enemies. We may have consider- 

able trouble With the'Sioux this ee 

hey generally come across from the 

Cth teehee fight the Black- | 
foot ; but the Blackfeet generally, as the 

traders say, ‘got away with them. 


The Blackfeet, have a beautiful country, 
hounded on the north by the Bow river, on | 
the southe by the Missouri, on the west by 
the Rocky Mouzthins, and on the east by 
the Cypross Hills, The country is teeming | 
with game-—-thousands of buflalo, droves of 
antelope out on the ipa and olk and | 
deer ox the rivers. The Pegansand Black- 
foot'stay on this river all the winter in 
lodges, and move up and down the river 
according as the butlalo move towards the 
jnountains. On onr arrival all the head 
chiefs waited on tho Colonol,a few presents 
wore distributed“amnong them, and they 
went away’ greatly pleased. The women 
are, some of them, very handgome, They 
dreas like themen, with the only difference 
fringe to thoit leggings, 
and wour t wide leather belt round the 
Waitt? “They all paint their faces, and both

Considering the 

few men we have, the Indians being twen-- 
ty to ene, and the traders quite as numerg 
ous and as well armed, it is something to 
be proud of to know that we have done all, 

and more, than was expected of us. Of 
course we haye only made a commencment 
and their is no knowing what may happen 
during the summer, if the Indians prove 
tronblesome, asin winter, there is not 

much to fear fromthem. Some of our men 
we have lost by desertion, and may lose 
more, but that is what may be expected in 
any military organization, and must 
be expected to a greater extent in 
this force owing toits being half a mili- 

tary and halfa civil body ;/as long as it 

remainsso desertions will continually occur, 

as, not being uuder military Jaw, there is, 

comparatively speaking, no hold and no 
punishment on the men todeterthem from 

going off, Of the country thercis not much 

to say. Along the river tho land is good for 

farming,und willno doubt be settle before 

long. The scenery in the mountains is grand. 

I was on leave for two weeks not long ago, 

and took a hunting excursion to the moun- 

tains. We camped in beautiful valleys 

right under the highest peaks, on the sides 

of which the snow isup to the top of the 

pines, dense forests of pino cover tho sides 

of the hills, and springs flow from every 

knoll. Elk, deer and grizzly bear are 
found in abundance back in the mountains 

and it must bo a hunter's paradiso in the 

summer, but in winter tho snow is too deep 

and the gorgesare impassable. ‘The view is 
grand and well worth a long journoy to see. 

Gold will eventually be found there, as 

several prospecting parties have been 

through the mountains and found pretty 

good prospects. “But tho Indians have de- 

terred explorers from travelling much 

through the country, We are far from 

civilization, a mere handful of men in & 

country of which nothing was known before 

we came to it; and; 1 think, when the 

truth is known of the completo success: of © 
our expedition, notwithstanding the difli- 
culties and dangers wo haye had to con- 
| tend with, borne ‘with courage and pa 
tience by the men, who have gono*through 
all hardships cheerfully, and breasted 
all dangers bravely, commanded by a man 
whom the whole force esteems, not only 
for the able manner in which he has con- 
ducted everything portaining to this dlo~ 
tachment from the largest expedition to 
the minutest detail, but also for the kind- 
ness-and consideration with which ho has 
trented all under and commanded by him, 

I think, thon, that in spite of any stories 
derogatory to thin forece, many of which 
wethave scon, that Canada may well be 
proud of the small band of her soldiers who 
have carried and enforced her laws to the 
base of the Rocky Mountains, and that she 

may be well gatistied with the reanlt of the 

expodition.

By the ill-advised 
action of Mr. Mills in the Commons, the 
sensibilities of the hon. Senators havo been 
touched, and the consequence has been 
that Governmont measures have received a 
closer and more careful scrutiny than ever 
before, which has resulted in the material 
alteration of a number of Acts and the ro- 
jection of others. It is well that the inter- 
osts of the people should be thus protected 
—that the tyranny of the majority should | 
be under some restraint,when they attempt | 
to force upon the minority measures which | 
ara not only objectionable, but some of 
which are in violation of statutes previously 
passed. Mr, Blake and those gentlemen 
who support his theoretical views on the 
representation of minorities, must feel 
secretly rejoiced at the result of the decided 
stand taken by the Senato, as pragtically 
carrying their views into effect, and, there- 
fore, to be’ consistent, they must refrain 
from making or joining in any further at- 
tompta to alter the constitution of the 
Upper House. 

Tho approbation which is expressed by 
the Consorvatiye press of the Senato's 
course will, we feel assured, be joined in 
ore long by Reformers as well, when mature 
consideration is given to the fact that they 
are thereby saved the humiliation of being 
dragged through the mud by their leaders 
in the Commons. 

An interesting account of the Senate 
proceedings in regard to the Esquimault 
and Nanaimo Branch Railway Bill and the 
Supreme Court Bill is given by the Ottawa 
Citizen in its issue of the 7th. It says that 
on Tuesday evening, the 6th, quite a large 
number of yisitors attended the Senate, 
upon the occasion of the ‘* Esquimault and 
Nanaimo Branch” being debated and also 
the Supreme Court Bill.

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CONNECTICUT ELHOTION. 


Tho election which. has, just been con- 
cluded in the State of Connecticut may 
justly be regarded as ono ofthe niost im; 
portant which has taken place in the United 
tes for many years. Tho struggle was 
a dosperate one and, was fought out by 
several of the most eminent men of both 
parties, as it was conceded by both sides 
that its result would foreshadow that 
of the noxt Presidential election. At the 
clection which took place last year, the 
Domotrats succeeded in electing their 
ticket by some 1,800 majority only, whilst 
the Republicans had thro members of 
Congress to one. On the part of the Re- 
publicans, therefore, as they doubted that 
their défoat oflast year was caused by more 
than a mere temporary outburst on the 
part of the people, due to exceptional 
causes, overy effort was put forth to secure 
afavorable verdict, which would endorse 
the acts of the Administration and practi- 
cally proclaim to the remainder of the 
country that Grant might be’ elected for a 
third term, and at any rate that tho vote of 
the state would be cast for a Republican 
President. The result in New Hampshire 
encouraged them, and they went into the 
canvass with a vigor which seemed bound 
to carry all before it, They chose for their 
candidate for Governor a gentleman who 
saluted the promulgation of the President's 
programme in regard to Louisiana with's 
salvo of one hundred guns, Their former 
trusty Congressmen were re-nominated, 
and they went into ‘the fight prepared to 
win, on a plainly defined issue. 

The Demerats, on the other hand, asked 
the people to re-affirm their verdict of last 
year. They re-nominated the former Gov- 
ernor, and contested all the Congressional 
districts with strong candidates. 

Both parties had the services of their 
best orators, and the election canvass was 
conducted with aspiritand anenergy worthy 
of the great results which were expected 
to flow from the decision of the people. On 
Tuesday last the vote was taken, and the 
result was that the Democrats succeeded in 
electing their Governor by a considerably 
increased majority, in wresting from their 
opponents the two seats in Congress form- 
erly: held by Kellogg and Hawley, in re- 
electing Mr, Barnum for the seat which he 
held in the last Congress, ‘and in making a 
considerable gain in the State Senate. 

To offset this, the friends of the adminis- 
tration can’only claim # gain’ in the State 
Legislature, which, however, is still Demo- 
cratic by a considerable majority. That 
the result is utterly disastrous to the hopes 
of the Republicans, they do not attempt to 
conceal, and it is‘How generally conceded 
that a Democratic Prosident will be chosen 
at the next) election. This is but another 
illustration of /the fact that no matter how 
strong a party may be, its fall is certain 
unless honesty isa feature of its adminin- 
tration of public affairs, There is in this 
slection, much food for thonght on the 
part of those who now, with a very'largo 
majority at thelr back, have'the conduct of 
affairs in Canada, *

It is o peculiar feature of the last ex-

Rumors from Ottawa are to the effect 
that the Hon. George Brown is anxiqus to 
become Premier, and leader of the Govern- 
ment in the Senate, Mr, Mackenzie retain- 
ing control over the Public Works, and 
leading in the Commons. The Premier, 
natorally, is intensely indignant concerning 
the refusal of Messrs. Blake, Mills, Moss, 
John Lorne McDougall and others to fol- 
Jow him through thick and thin, and per- 
haps might consent to such a change as that 
foreshadowed. Mr, Brown's Conservative 

“advocacy of a Crown-nominated S 
and his Wefence of the present $ 
against the attacks of the Blake wing, 
would certainly strengthen him in the Up- 
per Honso, and probably secure a majority 
willing to sustain all important Government 
measures. Atall ovents,during recess very 
important changes may be anticipated. By 
the Blake wing he is charged to consider 
carefully « policy, which, if the Govern- 
mend does not accept, will c: dis- 
sension in the ranks and lead to new al- 
lianees and the formation of a third di: 
tinctive party. The Lower Provinces are 
, much dissatisfied with the Administration, 
whilst British Columbia and Manitoba are 
already arrayed against it, These pr 
feel that between them they are entitled 
to representation in the Cabinet, and do 
hot hesitate through their representayes to 
express discontent at Prince Edward Island 
being favored whilst they are overlooked. 
Certainly there is room for cha: n the 
Cabinet, and beyond a doubt such would 
be beneficial to the country. Many of 
thése now holding portfolios socured them 
simply upon the condition that they, should 
betray Sir John Macdonald's Administra- 
tion, Thus, men like Laird, Cartwright, 
Burpee, R. W. Scott, Coffin, Ross and 
Huntington secured their stipend of $7,000 
per annum, but pre in reality absolutely 
unworthy of being in the Cabinet.

Indian Affairs. 

We find in the Montreal Gazetle of the 
10th, the following referenceto the threaten- 
ed troubles in India, which have have been 
referred to in late telegrams: ‘The cable 
telegrams a few days ago contained refer- 
énce to anticipated trouble between the 
British Government and the Burmese 
Empire. It was first announced that the 
Burmese had offered to pay tribute to 
China, to which power they owe a nominal 
allegiance, but with whom they have had 
no immediate connection in this respect for 
nearly two centuries. This was probably 
a bid for the protection of China in case of 
British interference in questions of boun- 
daries, &c,, as what follows has a warhke 
sound, tho telegrams informing us that the 
Burmese Emperor was massing an army in 
hostility to British troops. In 1826 the land 
of the White Elephant tried conclusions 
with the English troops, and the result was 
the accession to the British dominions of 
a large slice of Burmese territory. At the 
close of the second war,two more provinces 
retained by Groat Britain for w ‘ar damages, 
and the conquered territory is now known

The New Postal Law. 


A number of our contemporaries evident- 
ly misunderstand the effect of the power 
asked for by the Postmaster-General in a 
resolution adopted a short time before the 
rising of the House. Even the Goyern- 
ment organs in Ottawa seem tovbe as much 
in the dark as those at a distance, as will 
be seen by the following extract from the 
Free Press of the 9th inst. ; “It is under- 
stood that the provisions of the new 
« Postal Law, enforcing the prepayment of 
‘newspapers from offices of publication, 
‘© will come into effect on tho Ist of May 
‘‘next, The papers wills be weighed in 
‘ bull at the post offices, and charged at 
‘the rate of one cent per pound. It is 
‘proposed to furnish each newspaper office 
‘with a pasa-book, and a duplicate book 
“will be held by tho post office, The 
‘* weight of each day’s mail will be entered 
in each book and receipted by the receiv- 
“ing clerk, and the amount of postage to 
‘be collected entered. Once a week, pro- 
* bably Monday, the amount of postage for 
“the previous week will be collected.” 

The Postmaster-General has no power to 
bring the law into operation, enforcing the 
prepayment’ of newspaper postage, until 
the Ist of October, except in cases which 
are covered by the following resolution, 
which was passed to meet the request of 
one or two of the city dailie:

As soon as the House rose, the Cominit- 
too on the Internal Eéonomy.of tho House 
of Commons met in Spoaker’s room,abyhich 
the Ottawa Free Press says, Messrs. Anglin, 
Mackenzio, Fournier, Burpee and Coffin, 
wore prosont, ‘Tho-result of this meeting, 
tho Free Press tells us, was as follows t— 
“Mr, Panot receives an imereaso of $200 
and Mr. E. Hartney an increase of $300. 
In the French Translators’ department an 
increase of $100 each is given to Mr. Gin- 
ras and to Mr, Genaud. ‘Two oxtra agsist- 
ants will be employed in this department, 
inorder to wind up the work. Mr. Lowe 
has boon appointed in lieu of Mx, DoWitt, 
at a salary of $800. Tho salary of Mr. 
McGillivray, of the Routine and Record’s 
Mr. 
MeKdwdrd's salary as Sessional Clerk has 
been increased to $600 per session, Mr. 
Mofint, indexing clerk, receives an increase 
of $100, making his salary $1,000. The 
control and management of the Post Office 
of the House of Commons has been taken 
from the Clerk of the House and placed 
under the Sergeant-at-Arms, who is to re- 
ceive $4100 additional salary for that respon- 
sibility, making his salary’ $2,400. M. 
Bourget receives a gratuity of $500 in com- 
pensation for losses sustained by keeping the 
House of Commons refreshment room. An 
increase of $200 was also added to the sal- 
ary of Mr, Sloane, Stationery Clerk.”

_ The generally recaived. opinion ‘about flies 
is that, despite limitless ingenuity. expended 
on patent traps and poisoned paper, thoy 
form one of those ills of: life which, it not 
being possible entirely to\cure, must perforce 
es endured with a3 pood a grace as may be, 
“onsequently, when they rnin our picture- 
frames and ceilings, Tfisifulte themsclyes into 
our milk and molasscapitchers,or lull ustosleep 
with their drowsy buzzing, only to bite us 
during our slumbers and render the same un- 
easy, we thank fate that the cold weathor will 
rid us of the pest. ‘To be suro they are 
scavengers in their way ; but after we have 
spent several minutes in picking a~ score or 
more out of the butter dish, we arrive at the 
conclusion that it is an open question whether 
they do not spoil more good material than 
they carry off bad. 
Festina lente, good reailer, hasten slowly and 
do not auchor“fiith to suth opinions until 
you are certain that the above sum up all of 
the fly's mission in this world, Musca domes 
tica (Sciénee ‘uses six syllables in Latin® to ex- 
press that which good round Saxon epitomizes 
in two) is a maligned insect, He fullila a pur- 
os¢ of sufficient moment to cause you to, 
his inroads into your morning nap with equan- 
imity, or even complacently to view him con- 
grogated by the score within your hidden 
sweets, 
Did you ever watch a fly who has just alight 
ed after ‘toaring about’ the room for’ same 
little time? He goes through a series of oper- 
ations which remind you of n cat licking her- 
self after a meal, or a bird pluming its feathers. 
First the hind fect aro rubbed together, then 
each hind leg is passed over a wing, thon the 
foro logs undergo a like treatingnt ; and lastly, 
if you look sharp, you will see the insect carry 
his proboscis over his lega and about his hod’ 
as faras he can reach. ‘The minito trunk is 
perfectly retractilo, and it terminates in 
two large lobes, which you can see spread 
out when the insect begins a meal ona lump 
gar. Now the rubbing together of the 
legs and wings may be a smoothing operation ; 
bnt for what purpose in this carefully going 
over the body with the trunk, espeaally 
when that organ is not fitted for licking, but 
simply for grasping and sucking up food. 
| ‘Thia query, which perhaps may have sug: 
| gested itself to thousands, has recently for the 
| first time been answered by Mr. Emerson, an 
English chemist ; and certainly in the light of 
the revelations of ‘that gentleman's investiga- 
tions, the fly assumes the position of an im- 
portant friend instead of a peat to mankind. 
Mir, Emerson states that ho began his self-ap- 
pointed task of finding out whether the house

zlueing his wings down to a microscope slide.

the inyestigator’s disgust the fly appeared 
covered with lice, causing the offending insect 
to be promptly ieseals and another substi- 
uted in his place,

The 
ice around the shore had head pop all 
winter, and the St. Mary’s people had of-

especial dangér Was anticipated, although 
the wind was blowing off shore, and might 
possibly break down the bridge by which 
they must return. Another party had set 
out for thé ship even before this, and the 
rescuers met them returning over the ice, 
having the captain of the ship with them, 
and being, obliged. to support him, as he 
seemed very ill, He said that his crew had 
left the vessel on the preceding day, but 
had no knowledge of where they had gohe 
to, which of itself is a most remarkable cir- 
cumstance. The party toiled on oyer the 
ice, which in many places was so thin that 
the greatest care had to be taken to avoid 
falling through, and about three o'clock in 
the Leas they reached the ship, which, 
as they had anticipated, was wholly aban- 
doned in a shaky condition: Tts cargo con- 
sisted of salt and molasses. ‘They couldnot 
discover its name. | Thoy searched her 
thoronghly, and as night was coming on 
they set out to return, but found to their 
horror, that the treacherous ice had’ parted 
from thé shore, and thus their only bridge 
was dostroyed.

To the Editor of the Mart 
Gold Ore of North Hastings. 


Sie,—In the last annual report of the 
Canada Company, recently published inthe 
London Times and other journals, “it is 
stated that with regard to gold—meaning 
the gold present in the North Hastings 
distriet—the problem of how to extract t he 
motal so aa to ensure profitable results has 
still to be solved. in you allow me to 
point out, in justice to myself, but with 
all courtesy to the Company, that this state- 
toent requires at least considerable qnalifi- 

It is perfectly true that gold is 
at present from the 
gold-bearing ore of the district; but « 
method for its profitable extraction has been 
made known and confirmed by actual trial, 
No one, however, can be found to apply 
this method thoroughly and continuo’ ly, 
and for the simple reason that Canadian 
owners of mineral properties have appar- 
ently no intention, as a rule, to work these 
properties beyond the preliminary stage of 


tL absolutely necessary to. 
place tho and on the British or American 
markets 


|_ The ore in which the gold of ‘North 
| Hastings is present, consists of arsenical 
pyrites, a mineral Composed essentially of 
sulphur, arsenic and iron. ‘The gold is 
partly in the free state, and in this condi- 
tion it can be obtained by amalgamation 
from the stamped ore ; but the amount is 
insufficient to defray the cost of treatment. 
By far the greater quantity of gold is in- 
timately combined with» the arsenical 
pyrites, and is present, Ihave reason to 
| believe, in the condition of an arsenide. 
| It cannot, therefore, be. extracted by an, 
mechanical pres of washing and amal- 
gamation. If the ore be thoroughly roast- 
| ed—dead-roasted,- to use the German 
phrase—the gold becomes set free; but 
this roasting is a long and tedious process, 
and one that requirts special care for its 
successful performance, If carried out too 
quickly, or at too high a temperature, part 
of the arsenic becomes permanently fixed 
in the ore ; and if the roasting be imper- 
fect, it had better be omitted altogether, aa 
otherwise the free gold may become arseni- 
cised, and none, or next to none, will be 
obtained Ly amalgamation. 

Tf, however, the stamped’ and properly 
| puddled ore be mixed with a tenth of its 
weight of nitrate of soda—the ‘cubic 
nitre” of commerce, largely used in agri- 
culture, etc.—and the mixture be passed 
through an.iron cylinder or retort, fixed at 
a slight angle, and heated towards its 
centre to moderate redness (several of these 
cylinders or retorts being set, if necessary, 
‘in the same furnace stack), the sulphur and 
arsenic become in part rapidly eliminated, 

nd in part absorbed chemically by the 
alkali of the nitrate. The ore thus treated 
must then be leached in water, when the 
soluble compounds readily dissolye out, 
leaving the bulk of the ore in the form of 
a dull red earthy residuum. This should 
be passed by itself a second time through 
the heated cylinder, when practically all 


andcan thus beextracted byamalgamationor 
by chlorine. The expense of the nitrate is 
fully met by the paint material obtainable 
in the form of yellow or Paris green, from 
the arsenic solution derived from the leach- 
ing of the ore; and in addition to these 
by-products, a large amount of almost im- 
palpable red oxide, also valuable as a paint 
or wash, is left as a final residuum in the 
treatment of the ore by this process. 
There is one point, however,which should 
be kept in Se with regard.to the gold- 
bearing ore of North Hastings. The 
amount of gold varies considerably in dif- 
ferent samples taken from the same vein or 
bed. In some samples independent assays 
have shown upwards of eight ounces in the 
ton of 2,000 pounds, whilst in other sam- 
les less than half an ounce may be present. 
t is mere folly, therefore, to operate upon 
a few tons, and then drop tho work if the 
returns do not immedistely answer extrav- 
agant expectations ; and, on the other 
hand, it is equally foolish to consider any 
unusually high results obtained in thisman- 
nor froma comparati amall quantity of 
ore, taken perhaps accidontally from a fo- 
called “chimney-streak” et ee of 
he general yield. But. porliaps one ton 
witeanathes it may bo safely asserted that 
if the above method of treatment wore 


applied continuously to the arsontical 
pyrites (as distinguished from. 
the commoi and magnetic pyrites 
of the district), the average month- 


ly returns would show a.yield of at least 
$25 per ton. Tho marvel is that, with 
this rich and abundant gold-bearing ore 
within a day's journey of so many of our 
opulent cities, the enterprise to make it 
available should bo so utterly wanting.

IMPROPER ORITICISM. 
Boochor—which is progressing in the City | 
Court at Brooklyn, has created a very 
lange atnount, of interest throughout the 
civilizéd world. The very serions 1ssuc 1n- 
yolved in the suit-an issuo whieh, if de- 
cided in’ favor of tho plaintiff, must leave 
the defendant not a shred of moral charac- 
ter and tend largely to destroy the good 
effect of his previous toac —has sot the 
world talking. Some are for and others are 
against the renowned preacher—these hold- 
ing that ho is without eyen a moral stain ; 
those that he is guilty of the crime charged, 
with the addition of perjury in the witness 
box to add to/his other crimes. This, of 
course, is but following the ordinary ex- 
ample, for men can be found to differ on 
any proposition which may be advanced. 
So long aa the expression of diverse opinion 
is confined to private utterance, it is not, 
perliaps, censurable ; but when it finds ex- 
pression through the press, and is therefore 
liable to prejudice the public mind for er 
against either of the parties, then it be- 
comes a matter worthy of the most severe 
reprobation. Although it is a well under- 
stood principle amongst journalists, and is 
in fact a libel against a litigant, and a con- 
tempt of court, to comment upon proceed- 
ings in law before the termination of a case, 
we daily find the New York and Brooklyn 
papers teeming with comments upon the 
case, and introducing, with the view of 
strengthening their case, matters into their 
comments which haye not even been touch- 
ed upon in Court, and probably have no 
existence in fact. Even their reports of 
the case form a libel of the 
description, the reporters introducing re-

| fy recent logialation on the part of the 
tho United States Senate, the’Sugar Refin- |

The reader may well ask why this great 
anxioty and regard for the Sugar finers 
of Montreal, when the Tea Importers aro 
allowed to be driven outof the trade, in 
order that Boston and New York may reap 
the advantage? We do not object to any 
policy by which our merckants or manufac- 
turers may be placed in a position to com- 
pete with the Americans, but we do not 
understand why the law should be broken 
in order to favor one branch of industry, 
while others not only receive no consider- 
ation, but are actually placed ata disadyan- 
In the article of tea, Americans are 
permitted to send any quantity into. the 
Dominion free of duty, while our importers 
cannot send a pound of tea into the United 
States without paying into the American 
Treasury ten per cent duty. 

Under Sir Francia Hincks’ administra- 
tion he provided that while the Americans 
imposed ten per cent duty upontea export- 
ed from Canada or through Canada into the 
United States, a like duty of ten per cent 
should be imposed upon tea imported from 
the United States. Through this wise policy 
a large and profitable trade sprung up be- 
tween the tea growing countries and the 
ship owners of the Dominion, Which trade 
has been ruined by the suicidal poticy of 
the present Government, so that instead of

871-2, and part of 1875. A large amount 
of work is, howover, now being preformed 
both in quartz and alluvial mining, and it

Bia Jam or Saw Loc A telogram 
fromOskosh, Wisconsin, 20th inst., says 
About 12,000,000 saw-logs, stored in the 
Wolf River Boom Company's booms, just 
above Lake Poyyun, were sct loose by the 
soveré gale of last week and flow, and jam- 
med in g confused mass in the Fox river, 
above this city.

Tho Standard gives the following dedount 
i /of tho molancholy suicide of Mra, Blowett, 
and attondant cireumatances :—Tho in- 
| tonso excitement on Wednesday afternoon 
| last, at tho continued disappearance of this 
| highly esteemed Indy was about 6 o'clock 
| succooded by athrill of horror when it 
was actually discovered that her body had 
boon grapplod from the bed of the river at 
| the foot of Centre stroot. As tendorly as 
"| possible her lifeless remains wore borno to 
the home of her bereaved husband and sor- 
rowestricken children, and many were tho 
expressions of sympathy and toars of pity 
| from numerous friends that grooted the 
corpse on its arrival home. An inquest 
was hold tho samo evening by Ooroner 
Huflman, and the cvjdenco presented to 
tho jury lod them to tho verdict that tom- 
porary insanity had driven her to the 
doath, About eighteen months since Mrs. 
B. was attacted by typhusfover since which 
time to the dato of Davis’ fire her mind ap- 
peared at timos to be deranged. At tho 
firo she becamg terrified boyond exprossion 
and has since given more decided symptmos 
of insanity although to the very day of her 
death, sho always talked intelligently to 
her friends, and to her own family stated 
that thoy need never have any fears of hér 
over hurting either herself or_any_ othor 
one. Her husband by her own requost, 
tried to gain admission for her into an 
asylum, but all were full, and this fact 
sdomed to weigh heavily on hor mind, and 
she often statod that anythingin tho world 
would be preferablo to the racking torture 
of her brain. On Tuesday evening sho 
never appeared more easy or more comfort- 
able, As had always beon hor custom sho 
heard her little childron say their evening 
prayers at her knee, and rotired about 10 
o'clock. Her husband was not well, and 
had been deprived of sleep the night before 
so that on this oyening he slept unusually 
sound, At four o'clock ho missed her from 
his side, and called hermamo, Alarmed at 
no response, ho searched the house, and 
not finding her, aroused his’ family, who 
went looking in different directions, out of 
town and init. Mr, Allan was notified 
and speedily sproad the alarm, and neigh- 
bors and friends sped tothe help from all 
directions. Throughout the entireday all 
in town who could leave business went out 
in the woods and fields searching, and 
finally the river was tried with thé above 
rosult. On Friday sho was buried, and on 
Sunday morning her funeral sermon was 
preachod in tho Presbyterian Church by 
the Rey.

A revival of the old sectional cry between 
the North and the South is feared in the 
United States. The policy of the Republi- 
can party led up to such a result. With 
them in legislation it was the negro before 
everything ; just as with the Southern | 
politicians before the war the policy was 
before the negro.

Against an overwhelming majority of the 
Free States, in 1856, a small fraction of 
them united with the South, and were 
enabled to fasten the Buchanan dynasty 
tpon the country, with all the unnumbered 
evils that followed.” Tho idea of ah nnit- 
ed South, although not an accomplished 
fact, is regarded by influential organs of 
public opinion in the States as not far off, 
for ‘‘South Carolina and Mississippi are the 
only thoroughly Republican States left in 
that part of the country, and Mississippi 
is very uncertain.”

He acted quite otherwise, seeking to 
ayoid detection, as other men would have 
done, and sought concealment, covering 
himself up with hay na hole’ which’ he 
burrowed and hid in, waiting for a chance 
to affect his escape. When arrested, he 
admitted the commission of the crime, 
which had been sufliciently indicated to 
him. If there was any break in the chain 
of evidence, they would give the prisoner 
the benefit of the doubt, Another evidence, | 
he could not see why the prisoner's crime 
should be reduced to manslaughter. 
Legal malice necessarily did not mean ill- 
will, but a disregard of human life, or a 
wicked disposition to kill, For instance, if 
a man stood on a building and threw bricks | 
amongst a passing crowd and killed some 
one, that would not be manslaughter, but | 
murder, owing to the recklessness of the 
act, There was a little evidence of ill-will 
on the part of the prisoner, and they would 
consider why the prisoner was possessed: of 
the pistol that day and the quantity of am- 
munition which he carried with him. ‘The 
motive for the crime seemed to be furnish 
ed by the evidence for the defence, which, 
holding him to be the victim of a terrible 
vice, induced him (Mr. Britton) to think | 
that the prisoner might haye endeavored | 
to use his brother's wife, she being | 
and not finding her pliable, and fearing her | 
husband's anger, he had killed’her.

counsel commented at considerable length 
on this class of testimony, and upon the 
medical testimony. Doubt as to the com- 
mission of the crime should be given in 
favor of the prisoner, but not doubt as to 
insanity. If they found him guilty of the 
crime, they must render a verdict of 
“guilty” if there was any doubt iv their 
minds as to his being insane. The evi- 
dence was clear and pointed, and their 
duty, though painful, they would perform

His Lordship then proceeded to 

the Jury upon the evidence. * The injuties 
of the murdered woman indicated that an 
unusual amount of brutality had been used 
towards her—much greater than in ordinary 
cases of the kind. Upon the naturé of 
those wounds he spoke at some length 
Was it tho prisoner Who inflicted those in- 
juries?

Tarr vs 


TayLox.—An action of trespass 


and trover, brought by Comolius Taft against 
George Taylor and his bailiff, Tt was alleged 
on the part of the plaintiff that the ‘Sheriff 


hail seized a versel named the Saucy Tom, 
belonging to plaintiff, on an execution issued 
Against the goods of Sainuel Taft, a brother 
of the plaintiff, and that the Sheriff was noti- 
fied that the vessel was the Property of plain- 
tiff, Dut ho sold her, and since that time 
plaintiff had not been able to secure possession 
of his'vessol, the purchaser of the vessel at 
the Sheriff's sale claiming that he was the 
rightfol owner. Tho plaintiff bade contract 
for carrying stone for the Grand Jubetion 
wharf, and be seeks damages for the loas of 
his contract, 

Srerum x Gannarr, bailiff, deposed that he 
seized, under a warrant, the schooner Saucy 
Tom, in a case of Taft vs, Taft. The name 
of tho defendant was Samuel Taft. The 
amount which he was directed to lovy was 
about $130, Advertised Samuel Taft's inter- 
tst for sale. When it was offered for sale, 
$75 were offered for Samuel Taft's interest. 


whole boat, and said he would stand between 
the buyor and any harm. The whole boat 
was then sold for $130. 

Cross-examined—No. one appeared to claim 
any title in the boat, 

Re-ezamined—Mr.Wallbridge said he would 
indemnify the Sheriff 

Corwetius Tarr was sworn and stated thit 
he, his brother Samuel, and Henry Smith pur- 
chased the boat in 1873 ; Smith bad a half of 
the boat,and plaintiff, and his brother, had a 
quartereach ; they paid $400for the craft ; the 
‘Tafts gaye $100 each in cash, and Smith gare 
$40 in cash, and a note for $160, in which 
plaintiff joined ; in May, 1873, witness bought 
out Samuel's interest in the boat; acquired 
Smith's interest in the boat in June, 1874, 
and became cole owner; placed Samuel on 
board to sail her, ‘but she was laid up fora 
time, and afterwards Alfred was put in charge 
of her, and Samuel came back to work on her; 
~made a contract to carry stone for the Grand 
Junction ; the vessel had made but two trips 
when she waa seized’; gave notice to his attor- 
neys, Flint & Robertson, to send a paper to 
tho Sheriff forbidding the sale ; mado his mark 
to it; had no notice of the sale; when find- 
ing Burke in possession of the boat, demand- 
ed possession, and he refused, saying he was 
the owner; had made some improvements ou 
the beat, and she was worth $150 at the time 
of sale. 

Crosi-trarained.—Borrowed the money from 
Smith to pay for Samuel's interest, and bor- 
rowed it back from Samuel to pay Smith ; 
have paid Samuel aince; did not know tbat 
Samuel was in trouble at that time, 

Rowand Bonxe testified that the whole 
boat was offered for sale, and he bought it ; 
paid $86.15 on account of parchase money, 
and when he aaked Mr, S. 8. Wallbridge for 
a deed, Wallbridge offered him a deed of 
Samuel Taft's interest in the boat; which he 
refused to accept 

Save. Tarr deposed that the sale of his 
interest in the boat was bona fide, and not 
with intent to defraud any creditor. 

7. W. Grenrxo, clerk in Flint & Robert- 
son's office, proved the service of a notice up- 
on the Deptity Sheriff, forbidding the sale of 
the Saucy Tom, and sigued by Cornelius Taft, 

JomN Tavuon was sworn for the defence 
and deposed to receiving au éxecution against 
the Saucy Tom, in a suit of Sarah Matilda 
Taft against Samuel A.Taft ;gave a warrant te 
Stephen Garratt, “Bailiff, and instructed him 
to seite the defendant’s interest in the scow ; 
Mr. S. 8S Wallbridge had instructed me to 
that effect; made out o bill of sale, expreas- 
ing the sale of Samuel Taft's right, title and 
interest in tho boat. 

Crogs-ecamined.—Was nerved with a notice 
forbidding the sale; Samuel offered me his re- 
ceipting bond, which I declined to accept and 
retained the boat ; Mr. S. S, Wallbridgo said 

| he would indemnify me.

Mr, Wallbridge then addressed the jury on 
behalf of Wheeler, contending that Wheeler 
could have had no possible motive for wishing 
to injure the deceased.

Dr. Wrursox was sworn, and deposed 
at he was called on to attes the deceased 
; it was about half-past eight ; drove 
there immediately after coming home;

hadfallon backwards ; was told the bodyhad 
not been removed ; detected a wound over 
the left oye, from which blood and brains 
were oozing : the bullet had traversed the 
outer table of the skull, and penetrated 
the brain ; found that the case was hope- 
less; Dr. Burdett arrived a few minutes 
after and concurred in my opinion ; saw 
the body of the girl the next day and per- 
formed the post mortem examination ; the
